Taxes of Today 


TAMP taxes in America 
date back to the early 
colonial days when in 
1755 and 1756 the Prov- 
eae ince of Massachusetts 
Bay and the Colony of New York 
respectively issued stamped paper for 
newspapers and documents. 





Documentary Stamp ‘Taxes in 
effect today under the Revenue Act 
of 1932 are not as heavy and as diver- 
sified as many of our prior acts, but 
they do play an important part under 
the present federal tax structure. 


CONVEYANCES 


The stamp tax on conveyances or 
deeds primarily affects more people 
as a whole than other stamp taxes. 
Instruments in writing conveying 
lands, tenements, or other realty sold, 
are subject to the following tax rates: 

When the consideration or value 
of the interest or property conveyed:

Don Q’s 330th Anniversary

‘Three hundred, thirty ago 
Miguel Cervantes brought out that 


yeats 


far-famed book, “Don Quixote.” 
That daffy old sentimentalist who 
rode forth upon an aged plough- 


horse to deeds of supposed valor, also 
rode into the hearts, not only of his 
countrymen, but of all the world. 

Thirty the three 
hundredth anniversary of Don Q's 
appearance, the monarchy of Spain 
(finis, 1931) brought out a series of 
ten postage stamps celebrating that 
anniversary and commemorating both 
the fictional Don, and Cervantes. 

Each stamp of that Spanish series 
depicts some incident in the trials 
and tribulations of the lanky Don, 
the Knight of the Sad Countenance. 
The designs, showing these scenes, 
are laughable; but so is the story of 
Quixote. 

‘Today—see Webster, Funk & 
Wagnall, et al—the word ‘Quixotic’ 
is acceptable English, meaning ridicu- 
lously chivalrous, or ludicrously 
romantic. Thus do fiction people in- 
fluence us! 

Every one of the ten stamps of 
1905 from Spain bear, on the reader’s 
left, a small portrait, profile-view, of 
the famed Cervantes. Below the 
portrait is an open book upon which 
lays a sword, symbolic. 

Miguel de Cervantes-Saavedra, to 
give him his full name, was born in 
the year 1547 and he became a 
traveler, soldier, (taking part in a 
naval battle too, that of Lepanto, of 
Kurope against pirates), slave of 
Barbary pirates, political accountant, 
playwright and scribbler of stories. 
His left hand was crippled in the

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Lepanto sea-battle, but it did not 
daunt him. He got into trouble, as 
an accountant, with authorities, but 
this did not dim his energies. He 
wrote numerous plays (most of them 
lost), a number of novels, and Dor 
Quixote which established his fame 
(1605, two editions bootlegged in 
Lisbon, Portugal shortly), and died 
in 1616, on the twenty-third of April.

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Religious Traditions of the Stamps 
By Harry M. Savacool 
CuHapter VIII 
(Continued From Last Week) 


The tradition ot St. Vitus has found a place on the 
stamps. Czecho-Slovakia has pictured on many stamps 
the Hradeany at Prague which includes St. Vitus 
Cathedral (No. 1-55, 119, 120, 137, 138) as its most 
prominent building. It was Fiume, however, which 
pictured St. Vitus himself on a stamp. In 1923 we 
have three values which were reissued twice sur- 
charged in 1924+. ‘Vhese show St. Vitus standing in 
an arch bearing a palm (No. 178-180, 190-192, 202- 
204+). There is nothing about this calm tigure to re- 
mind us of the tradition concerning him. The common 
tradition is that he was the son of a rich Sicilian noble- 
man. Through the influence of a teacher he became a 
Christian. After being persecuted by his father he fell 
a victim to Diocletian and was martyred at Rome. 
At St. Vitus Cathedral in Prague some of the relics 
ot the saint are preserved and this interesting tradition 
is added to the common one. St. Vitus while a mission- 
ary in this section was imprisoned on the Cathredal site. 
In the prison he was seen every night dancing with the 
angels to celestial music. On the strength of this tradi- 
tion St. Vitus is the patron saint of dancers . Some 
think that this tradition is the reason for calling the 
jerking disease known as St. Vitus Dance by that name. 
He is the patron saint of Bohemia. 


Belgium has made liberal use of the tradition of St. 
Martin upon her semi-postal stamps. This saint lived 
in the fourth century. As a converted but unbaptized 
youth he was enrolled as a Roman Cavalry officer and 
assigned to service in Gaul. In the streets of Amiens 
a half-naked beggar accosted him and a group of 
fellow-officers as they were riding through the streets 
on a cold winter day and asked an alms. Martin’s 
Christian spirit prompted him to give in spite of the 
scofts of his fellow-officers, but at the time he had no 
money. Without a moments hesitation he drew his 
sword and cut off the skirt of his long calvary coat 
and gave it to the beggar. He made a ridiculous ap- 
pearance as he rode on to the barracks minus half of 
his coat. That night Jesus himself appeared in a 
vision to Martin wearing over his own shoulders the 
half of the coat Martin had given to the beggar. 
Martin soon withdrew from the army and became a 
priest and ultimately became Bishop of ‘Tours. He 
was very successful as a missionary converting great 
numbers to Christianity. His act of sincere Christian 
sacrifice caught the imagination of men and he has 
for centuries been a widely revered saint. The great 
artist Van Dyck painted the scene of St. Martin shar- 
ing his coat which is on display in Saventhum, Bel- 
gium. Hardly any scene could be more appropriate 
for a charity stamp and when Belgium began the 
issuing of such stamps in 1910 it was the first design 
used. There are two designs from the same picture; 
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one hazy, the other clear-cut. ‘The hazy design was 
used on four values (No. 341-344) and the clear design 
on the same four values (No. 345-348). The same 
designs were issued in 1911 surcharged “1911” jp 
black (No. 348a-352) and again in the same year sur. 
charged “Charleroi—1911” (No. 353-360). In 1926 
the two same designs were issued on two stamps to 
raise tunds for flood sufferers (No. 393, 394). The 
designs are the same as the previous issues except for 
the values which are Ifr plus Ifr and the lettering 
which is for flood relief instead of Charity. 


When Portugal honored St. Anthony of Padua with 
a set of stamps in 1894 they illustrated a very interest- 
ing tradition (No. 125-129), that of the Saint Preach- 
ing to the Fishes. When preaching to the heretics at 
Rimini he found that they gave no heed. ‘This is not 
an unusual experience for preachers but St. Anthony 
met the situation in a rather unusual way. He lead the 


way to the mouth of the nearby river and taking his 
position upon a rock he said, ‘Fishes of the sea, | turn 
to you and to you [ bear the glad news of God, for 
men are deaf and will not hear.” Vhe legend asserts 
that the fishes came to the surface in shoals to hear, 
When Italy in 1931 also honored this saint they used 
the same legend on the 25c value (No. 259). 


Another interesting tradition which is very ancient 
but hardly possible historically is set forth on the 
stamps of Abyssinia. A design called ‘The Lion of 
Judah” was used on nearly every issue of higher values 
from 1894+ to 1912. In 1909 “King Solomon’s 
Throne” appeared on three values (No. 87-89), re- 
issued with a handstamp in 1917 (No. 101, 102) and 
also with a surcharge (No. 108-110). “hese unusual 
symbols set forth to the world that the Emperor of 
Abyssinia claims to be the direct descendant of a son 
born to Solomon and the Queen of Sheba (Abyssinia). 
The Bible records a visit of the Queen of Sheba to 
Solomon (I Kings 10:1-13) but gives no indication 
that they had anything but the most formal and proper 
relations. It is certain, however, that the Abyssinians 
ind the Jews must have had some relations in ancient 
times because the Abyssinians have many Jewish ideas 
and religious customs. There are also some groups 
of Abyssinians with strikingly Jewish features. 

When Greece in 1913 issued a series of stamps to 
commemorate the occupation of Macedonia, Epirus and 
some of the Aegean Islands one of the designs bore a 
picture of the Cross and Inscription of Constantine, 
blazing brilliantly in the sky (No. 1020, 1023-1025, 
1027, 1029, 1031, 1033, 1035). This refers to the 
tradition that before that Battle of Milvian Bridge 
Constantine, who was fighting with Maxentius for the 
Empire, saw in a vision a brilliant cross in the heavens 
with the inscription, “In this sign conquer.” The next 


morning he put the cross on his standards and won 
the victory and the Empire. This was the beginning 
of the rise (or was it the decline) of the church. 
Several other traditions are found on the stamps. They 
will be treated in later chapters where they more 
properly find their place.

COUNTERFEIT BALLYHOO 

Newspaper clippings from New 
York tell of the arrest of Jacob B. 
Hoffman of New York, dealer in 
stamps. It is yet too early to know 
all of the details of the arrest, but 
the part that strikes us as most queer 
is the statement in the various clip- 
pings that counterfeit U. S. Postage 
stamps of the 2c and 3c value were 
found in the possession of this man. 

One clipping referred to the fact 
that Hoffman had sheets of the 3c 
Newburgh stamp which were with- 
out gum and that it was believed that 
the stamps were spurious because such 
stamps had been issued with gum on 
them. 

It all only goes to show how ill 
informed officials are as regards our 
own game of stamp collecting for any 
ordinary collector would immediately 
spot these stamps as some of Mr. 
Farley’s reissues. 

While there has been much head- 
line matter as regards counterfeit U. 
S. Postage stamps, it is a question 
if there actually have been new coun- 
terfeits found. Had there been coun- 
terfeit stamps found and had any of 
them been in circulation it is certain 
that collectors would have noted them 
ere this. 

The whole case is doubtless just 
another one of these things where an 
unscrupulous dealer has been traffick-

[1l, sy Max G. Jont.—A continua- 
tion of the notable series originated by 
the author in collaboration with Bev- 
erly S. King. The current volume 
considers the Regular Issues of 1922 
(current), all Air Mail and Parcels 
Post issues. Of particular interest to 
specialists in United States stamps is 
a chapter, well illustrated with official 
photographs, based on the manufac- 
ture of our postal paper by the Bu- 
reau. of Engraving and Printing. 
Completing the volume, is a series of 
plate layout diagrams that will inter- 
est the student of plate positions. 

Due to the untimely death of Mr. 
King, a fe from whose 
collection many of the illustrations of 
the earlier volumes had been taken, 
volume III has been illustrated by 
Walter A. Stevens, who has been do- 
ing such excellent work in preparing 
matts for the Bureau Issues Associa- 
tion. In some cases, the drawings of 
plate varieties have been taken from 
Mr. Johl’s weekly column. 


W months ago, 


Mr. Johl presents an_ excellent 
chronicle of the series which are pre- 
sented. His close connection with 


collectors of Plate Varieties has given 
him material for the inclusion of 
many of these, and which are illus- 
trated in a practical manner. 
Numbers of the different issues and 
values are tabulated, as in the earlier 
volumes.

Numerous efforts and movements 
in the past, with the idea to blacklist 
certain stamps or to discourage the 
collecting of them have sprung up and 
{died a natural death. 





| A resolution has now been adopted 
‘by the Chicago Philatelic Society, 
‘with an intention to set up a board or 
lcommittee of three, to pass on all 
| stamp issues of the future and give 
| them a rating as to their desirability 


| for the collector to collect. 


Such resolutions and movements 
are doubtless founded on good faith 
and a sound belief by those who spon- 
sor them but it has long been demon- 
strated and known that the collector 
iwill collect what he fancies and no 
| purity league or “Good Housekeeping 
Institute” is wanted by the collector 
to tell him what he should or should 


not collect. 


| Had things been handled by a 
board of censors, the recent Goya 
stamp would have been stopped before 
it got into this country, yet we believe 
it holds the record of being the big- 
igest seller in postage stamps. 

If it is practical to censor issues as 
being speculative and undesirable, it 
should be possible to censor stamps for 
‘immorality, at least the prudes would 
'so hold and if we start censoring, we 
‘will not know when to stop. 
| On the other hand, no amount of 
‘censoring will stop collectors from 
‘collecting what they choose and since 
stamp collecting has come to be such 
a universal hobby and since there are 
|so many different fields in which to 
icollect, very few collectors gather ev- 
lerything, so the best we can do is to 
'take what appeals to us and let the 
| other fellow take what appeals to him 
‘and so long as countries issue stamps 
| that we want we will acquire them, 
| knowing quite well that if we do not 
| want them we need only leave them 
alone.

WitkEs-BARRE 


According to the BUREAU SPE- 
CIALIST, a magazine devoted only 
to the issues of the Bureau of Printing 
and Engraving, the plates for the 
Wilkes-Barre hyphenless coils will be 
destroyed and when another printing 
is necessary the new plates will have 
the hyphen on them. It seems that 
the plates for these coils were made 
jn a great hurry and this no doubt 
is the reason the hyphen was over- 
looked. One reason that substantiates 
this supposition is that had hardly the 
order for the coils appeared in the 
press than the report came in that 
the stamps were in use. So we can 
suppose that the order was of the 
well known RUSH variety and the 
haste in getting it out, the cause for 
the error. It would be wise to make 
every effort to get these first coils as 
if the report is true the next lot 
will contain the hyphen, the first ones 
then might be very difficult to obtain. 


SAN FRANCISCO 


A good description of the method 
employed in the repairing of the plate 
is contained in the December issue of 
the Precancel BEE. The article is 
written by H. A. BULLARD and 
I herewith present the most explana- 
tory part of his article: “The method 
of repairing a plate is this: lumps of 
solder are added to the surface of the 
plate in the place smashed. It 
then machined or stoned (ground 
with a fine stone) down to printing 
height; and with engraving tools the 
lines or letters are cut back onto the 
plate. This is delicate work; it is 
small wonder that, as in the present 
case, occasionally the repair differs 
much from the original type in char- 
acter and size.”

‘The demand for mint sets of the 
British Jubilees here has broken out 
again with full intensity. Prices seem 
to be cheaper in New York than in 
London. Reports of American deal- 
ers who have made the trip over there 
are that sets complete are selling for 
very high prices. It seems to be the 
consensus of opinion that after Janu- 
ary first here the call for complete 
sets, broken sets, and what have you 
will be great. Some dealers in Goth- 
am who have used sets and singles of 
the Jubilees have withdrawn them 
from sale, preferring to tell buyers 
they have not any as they think that 
after January first there will be quite 
an upward trend on a lot of them. 
Figures that have come to us already 
show small printings of many of the 
colonies. A set of Union of South 
Africa used in unsevered pairs (8 
stamps) with Dutch and English, 
was sold here for seven dollars re- 
cently. 


Right in the heart of Manhattan 
very recently a lucky collector was 
able to purchase about ten mint copies 
of the 50 cent U. S. Zeppelins at a 
postofiice for just face. We know 
there are no more to be had.

Year Of The Rat 





According to the Japanese Zodiac, 
the year 1936, is the “Year of the 
Rat,” and ALL Japanese New Year 
cards of greeting feature that pesti- 
vorous animal. So many millions of 
these cards are to be sent out that the 
Postmaster General will issue a 
special postage stamp of 1% sen de- 
nomination—the 134 sen will take 
these cards anywhere within the 
Japanese Empire. 


In Nippon there are various cus- 
toms and ceremonies of watching the 
old year out and the new in, among 
which is this exchange of New Year 
greeting cards. More than 600, 
000,000 of these cards are mailed 
annually. 


The stamp above mentioned was 
placed on sale at all the Post Offices 
throughout the country excepting 
those in the South Seas Mandated 
Islands, on December Ist. In the 
Islands they were placed on sale 
November 15th. 


Unlike other postal issues of Nip- 
pon these stamps are good for postage 
ONLY on the New Year cards. The 
size of the stamp is 18 x 22 mm. 
Arranged vertically and typographed 
in carmine rose on unwater-marked 
paper. The central subject of the 
stamp is a reproduction of the sacred 
Mt. Fuji. 


The New Year Stamp is announc- 
ed to be an annual issue from now on 
making its appearance early each De- 
cember, but with a change in design. 
The stamp will bear the chrono- 
logical figures of Nippon altered each 
year.
